In  the  ftrat  place  the  *  .orta 
to  Great  BriUin  are  eridvtly  not  chromiU,  but  may  be  ferro-«brome,  while  in 
the  eeoond  pUoe  the  quant'tiea  firon  aa  mported  to  the  United  Statea  an  much 
kaa  than  i»  ttated  by  «he  ihippera  to  have  found  a  marint  in  that  oountry.
